Conference Here In Favor 


Of Training Course 


For Tteachers 


' Wisconsin 
health 
officers 
and 


public health nurses, following a 
vigorous appeal by a layman health 
officer, Prof. W. C. Sicker, of Shore- 
wood, Milwaukee 
county, unani- 


mously endorsed a proposed policy 
of 
introducing modern health in- 


struction in schools through 
the 


medium of teachers trained in such 
knowledge. 
The plan comprehends 


a systematic 
course in health in- 


struction for all teachers in train- 
ing in normal and other training 
schools. 


The conference adopted a reso- 


lution, offered 
by 
Dr. George E. 


Hoyt, 
Milwaukee, deputy 
state 


health officer, as follows: 


"Believing that the schools 


can accomplish a great deal 
more and have a fuller respon- 
sibility in the elimination of 
the school 
and 
neighborhood 


foci of infection, it is the sense 
of this 
conference 
that this 


matter be specificaly brought 
to the attention of the state su- 
perintendent of public instruc- 
tion with the suggestion, that it 
be forwarded to every school 
of the state, and that through 
the state board of health suit- 
able material be provided for 
the guidance- of 
the teachers 


a n 'd 
school 
administrators. 


Furthermore, that the normal 
schools and other institutions 
engaged in teacher training be 
urged 
to

complete ventilating system in the world is that 
installed in the Council Chamber of the London 
County Council's 4,(JOO,000 
pound 
palace at 


Westminster, recently opened by the King. 


Us unique features is that each member is 


able to control its own immediate atmosphere. 
He has a "control" button below his desk, so 
that if he is feeling cold he can make the air 
that is automatically fed to him a little warm- 
er—or vice versa—without upsetting his neigh- 
bor. 


Apart from individual regulation, 40 tons of 


air are automatically admitted and extracted 
from the Council Chamber every hour. 


A mass of pipes beneath the floor of the 


chamber connects the air inlets and outlets with 
a room full of wonderful machinery in the sub- 
basement, including large but noiseless fans, 
water sprays, thermometers, dynamos, polished 
gauges, and a network of brass control pipes. 


Through the agency of this machinery the 


climatic condition of any country in the world 
can be introduced into the Council Chamber 
and the large committe room. 


A remarkable feature of the ventilating ap- 


paratus is that the effect of a sudden change 
in the outside temperature is immediately and 
automatically conveyed to the sensitive instru- 
ments in the sub-basement, so that they prompt- 
ly adjust their efforts toward .maintaining an 
even temperature inside. 


A fall of rain on the roof, or a spell of sun- 


shine, are felt by the instruments, and they act 
accordingly. 


More remarkable still is the fact that a sin- 


gle member coming into the Council Chamber 
when overheated automatically effects the en- 
trance of an additional proportion of cool air 
to balance the minute change.
